Thursday night. On its return trip to 
the antipodes the vessel will carry a

Fina! arrangements for the recep- 
tion of the ship and for its return to 
Australia were made here Thursday 
at a conference between the Minister 
and representatives of the Canadian 
Manufacturers’ Association, the Mon- 
treal Harbor Commission, the Mon- 
treal Board of Trade, the Montreal 
Chamber of Commerce, the Toronto 
Board of Trade, the Canadian Pacific 
Railway, the Canadian National Rail- 
ways and the Canadirn National 
Steamships 

Six Australian business men will 
accompany the “goodwill ship” from 
the Commonwealth, and the Cana- 
dian Chamber of Commerce is béing 
asked to send a like number to Aus- 
tralia when the vessel makes its re- 
turn trip with the Canadian cargo, 

The boards of trade of Vancouver, 
B.C., and other western cities will 
also be invited to participate not only 
in sending representatives to Aus- 
tralia but also in despatching “treaty” 
goods 

Object of the “goodwill ship,” said

Hon. H. H. Stevens has made the dis- 
covery that the King Government was to 
blame because a couple of years ago an 
impression spread through Europe “that 
Canada was out to corner the wheat mar- 
ket and dictate prices” to the people of 
that continent. 

Just what any cabinet composed of 
honest men could have said by way of 
denying that impression Mr. Stevens ne- 
glects to mention. Nor what any Cana- 
dian government might have said in denial 
that Europe would have believed, in face 
of the circumstances 

But the present Government, the Min- 
ister says, promptly attempted to remove 
this feeling against Canada from the minds 
of oversea wheat buyers. He refers per- 
haps to the attitude taken by Mr. Bennett 
at the Imperial conference; when the Gov- 
ernment of Britain was given to under- 
stand that unless a preference were given 
to Canadian wheat the Canadian duties 
against British goods would be still fur- 
ther raised. 

If that was one of the attempts to 
clear Canada of any suspicion of a desire 
to hold up the British consumers, it was a 
peculiar and exceedingly unfortunate way 
of going about the job. 


THIS OLD COUNTRY 


Wood said to be fifteen or twenty 
million years old has been found embedded 
the tar sands at McMurray. For many 
‘s skeletons of pre-historic animals 
have been dug up in the valley of the Red 
Deer river. And now aC. P. R. construc- 
tion engineer has unearthed in northern 
saskatchewan a stone bearing the imprint 
of a fig leaf. 

This is a “new” country in the terms 
of our young present-day civilization, Geo- 
logically, flanked by the pre-Cambrian 
shield and the mountain back-bone of the 
continent, it is a very old one, and grow- 
ing older in the thought of men as sou- 
venirs of the real “early days” in the west 
are brought to light. 

Relics of tropical vegetation and ani- 
mals indicate that this is far from being 
the first mild winter that has visited the 
prairie country; and far from being the 
mildest. Perhaps, for all anyone knows 
to the contrary, the fig leaf which left its 
image on that Saskatchewan rock may 
have been one with which Mother Eve 
constructed her first apron, and the Gar- 
den of Eden may have flourished under 
sunny skies and in balmy airs somewhere 
along the river from which Edmonton 
draws its water supply

CANADIAN GOODS DUTY FREE. 


Under the new tariff law United 
States tourists who visit Canada may, as 
in the past, take back with them goods to 
the value of $100 each without having to 
pay duty thereon, That standing con- 
cession offers an opportunity to Canadian 
merchants and manufacturers which they 
have not as yet made use of to any great 
extent, Visitors came here every summer 
in increasing thousands. We sell them 
food and gasoline, and other temporary 
requirements. But, excepting souvenirs, 
there has been little or no attempt to sell 
them anything else. At the same time 
Canada is spending millions of dollars per 
year to find markets for Canadian pro- 
ducts abroad—markets in which the per- 
percentage of profit to the Canadian pro- 
ducer and dealer must be less than if the 
goods were sold at home at regular prices. 

It has been estimated that if each 
visitor from the United States took back 
goods worth $75, the export trade of 
Canada would be increased by one billion 
dollars, And that with no expense in send 
ing trade agents abroad and hunting up 
markets in foreign lands. There are many 
commodities which are produced and sold 
in Canada more cheaply than in the 
United States. Why not take advantags 
of the annual influx of visitors from that 
country, and encourage them to fill up 
their trunks and motor cars with these 
goods, since they are entitled to take them 
home without payment of duty? A new 
billion dollar market in Canada for Can- 
adian products is something worth trying 
for 


WHY PICK ON BRITAIN? 


Viscount Cecil, chief British delegate 
to the League of Nations Assembly, fears 
that Great Britain m have to pay for 
general disarmament, by guaranteeing the

security of continental countries. “It may 
be “when we get to the dis 
armament conference we shall find that 
serious reductions in armaments will de- 
pend upon persuading certain nations that 
they can safely accept them. If disarma- 
ment is necessary to us we must be pre- 
pared to pay the price.” 

If that is the situation it may be as 
well if the disarmament conference is not 
called. Britain cannot guarantee all the 
weak countries in Europe against attack 
by their neighbors. If it attempted that, 


he says, 


its guarantee would be worth little or 
nothing. 
And just why should Britain have to 


assume the expensive and dangerous role 
of guarantor and protector of a dozen or 
so continental weaklings? These are not 
parts of the British Empire. They do not 
pay tribute to Britain, nor show her ex- 
ceptional trade and tariff favors. Most 
f them owe her war debts which they 
ave been in no hurry to pay. 

It would be a striking commentary on 
the reduced status of the League of 
Nations if Britain, or any other country 
or any combination of countries other 
than the League itself, should have to give 
guarantees of security in order to bring 
about the reduction of armament. That 
was one of the things the League was 
planned to do, as the draft was drawn by 
President Wilson. If the League cannot 
play “over lord” to the bickering con- 
tinentals, how could any one country, or 
any smaller combination of countries, 
do it?

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
Pterygium 


Question; 5S. S. asks; “Can the dis- 


ease called pterygium cause neuras- 
thenia?” 
Answer: <A pterygium refers to a 


chronte thickening of the conjunctiva 
of the eye. T believe that the best 
plan would be to get the opinion of a 
food surgeon concerning the operation 
for correcting this condition, Neuras- 
thenia refers to nerve weakness, or 
nervous exhaustion. The eye condition 
would not be considered as the cause 
of nervous trouble, although if there is 
any neurasthenia present a pterygium 
might cause it to be more marked, 


Mineral Oii 
Question: Mrs. J. P. D, asks; “Will 


you please advise me regarding the 
use of mineral oil for. cooking. pur- 
poses. Would it affect. the. digestive 


system in any way?” 

Answer: Mineral oil is quite com- 
monly used in this way by those who 
wish to reduce, as the oll is not a 
nourishing one and it is not assimi- 
lated by the system. If too much is 
used it tends to produce indigestion 
because of coating the lining of the 
stomach and intestines with too much 
oil, 


Infantile Paralysis 


Question: Mrs, R. B.easks: Would a 
long orange juice fast préve benefi- 
cial in a case of infantile paralysis?” 


Answer: It is not necessary to keep 
a child on the orange juice for a very 
long time in fantile paralysis—just un- 
til the fever and principal symptoms 
subside, You cannot, of course, ex- 
peet the fast to restore the paralyzed 
nerves, The fast is principally for the 
purpose of stopping the progress of 
the disease. The re-education of the 
nerves must come afterward through 
careful muscular training. I will be 
glad to send you an article on the sub 
ject, and you should also send to the 
United States Health Service, Wash- 
ington, D. ©, for the government 
pamphlet No, 1197, entitled “Musolar

STOP DISPLAY | 
FIREARMS IN 
SHOP WINDOWS 


By-laws Committee Makes 
Recommendation to the 
City Council 


That a general bylaw be passed, 
Prohibiting all hardware, sporting 
goods and second hand stores from 
displaying in their windows revolvers 
Alitomatic pistols or what are cited 
in the criminal code as “offensive 
Weapons.” is recommended to council 
by the bylaws committee 

Application for this courte to be 
taken was made by Chief Shute who 
told the committee that the object is 
to stop the display in the windows of 
second hand stores of rows of pistols 
and revolvers. These displays are 
noted by undesirable characters, who 
if they with to arm themselves s’mply 
break into the stores and carry off 
the weapons. Cases of the kind have 
occurred in the city 

Chief Shute stated that at Hamil- 
ton, Ontario, a similar regulation 1s 
now in effect The second hand 
stores have been particularly specified 
for the reason that the city has power 
to regulate them as the owners have 
to obtain a license 


THOUGHT PLAN UNFAIR 

Alderman Lake remarked that the 
second hand store keepers thought 
the proposal somewhat unfair. Per- 
sonally he would not wish to prohibit 
the display of hunting weapons. 

Chief Shute answered that other 
stores did not usually make a display | 
of revolvers and small arms. What 
he had in mind were the arms cited 
as “offensive weapdns” under the 
code 

Alderman Sheppard said that he 
considered the request quite reason- 
able, There is too much indiscrimin- 
ate shooting around the city with pis- 
tols and .22 rifles. 

Alderman O'Connor remarked that 
the regular harware store dots nat 
display révolvers 

Alderman Bellamy (chairman): It 
is no’ meant to apply to them 

Alderman O’Gonnor said that he 
Was opposed to any regulation cover- 
ing the second hand stores alone 

iderman Bellamy: We have power 
to make a general bylaw 

Alderman O'Connor moved that this 
be done 

Alderman Lake and Sheppard in- 
timated their consent, and the recom- 
mendation was adopted

Satisfied That Power Com- 
pany is Financially Qua- 


lified for Task

REGINA, Sask. Aug. 7.—Regina 
city council at Thursday night's 
special committee meeting dee'ded 
that it was satisfied with the ereden- 
tia’s of the Power Corporation of 
Canada and its ability to bring 
natural gas to Regina at an estimated 
cost of $8,000,000. 

It was satisfied that the company 
was financially responsible to carry | 
out the construction of the project 
and that the company had a suffic’ent 
supply of gas in the Bowdoin field 
to maintain during the Ife of the 
contract

Council also heard requests from 
the Regina Socicty of Sanitary and 
Heating Engineers that gas appliances 
and gas connections should be made 
through the trade and not be left in 
the hands of the Power Corporation 
of Canada, thereby granting it @

ON PARKING 
IS EXTENDED 


Committee Approves of 
Lifting 20-Minute Park- 
ing on Jasper 


A number of amendments the 
traffic bylaws were adopted by the by- 


to 


laws committee on Thursday night 
including the extension of times of 
parking at night in certain close-in 
areas of the city, the observance to 
stop signs, rates of speed passing 
schools, and emergence from lanes, 
and a regulation compelling horse 
drawn vehicles to carry lights at night 
in the city limits, and a speed limit 


for motorcycles 

The committee approved of the lift- 
ing of the twenty-minute regulation on 
Jasper avenue and the institution of 
unlimited parking between 7 o'clock 
in the evening and 12 midnight 

Two areas exempt to the new regul 
ation are 


The north side of Jasper avenue 
| between 100a street and 101 street 
and the south side of Jasper avenue 
between 101 street and 102 street 
| APPLIES TO 101 STREET 

The new regulation applies to 101 

treet from its intersection with Jas- 
per avenue to its intersection with 104 
avenue. In this area the twenty min- 
ute regulation is now in force, It also 


applies to the north side of Rice street 
and Whyte avenue 

Persons when entering or emerging 
from any lane, alley, private driv 
way, stable or garage or when crossing 
any sidewalk must not drive any motor 
vehicle without giving warning or at a 
greater speed than ten miles per hour 

When approaching or passing any 
school -r playground motorists must 
not drive without giving audible warn- 
ing or at a greater speed than twenty 
This rule is in force

NHE GENERAL COURT of the Hudson's 


“It is now barely six weeks since your Roard did me the very 
great honour of electing me to one of the most honoured commercial 
sositions in the British Empire that of Governor of the Hudson's 

ay Company. 

That is a position which carries with it all the prestige of 260 
years of history and tradition but having said this let me make one 
point clear at once. I have been brought up in a school of hard 
experience and I know quite well that reference to our past glories 
is very poor consolation to a body of shareholders who find themselves 
in the position which you do today. So you can take it from me that 
until Tam in a position to present you with a considerably better set 
of accounts than those which you have before you today you 
only expect from me plain unvarnished facts, probably sometimes 
unpalatable facts 

Now before turning to the accounts I would just like to tell vou 
thi In this short time during which I have been with you I have 
done three important things, firstly, within four weeks of my ap- 
pointment I had to put my name on behalf of the Board to the report 
which you have in your hands. That report refers to a period for 
which | and your new directors can take no responsibility but I can 
assure vou that before that report was signed your Board left no 
stone unturned to ensure that in it and in the set of accounts attached 
to it there was disclosed to you the true state of affairs so far as we 
in London have been able to ascertain. Secondly, I have arranged 
to visit Canada in order to make an examination of the principal 
activities of the Company on the spot. Thirdly, I have been able 
to persuade two most experienced directors with valuable connections 
to come and help us. 

It is with great regret that we announce the resignations of Mr. 
Vivian Hugh Smith and Sir Hewitt Skinner. Immediately on my 
joining the Board certain resignations were placed in my hands. I 

ad hoped to retain the benefit of these two gentlemen's counsel but 
they both feit that having helped me through the transition period 
they would prefer to be released. It is to fill the two vacancies thus 
created that we recommend the election of Sir George May and Mr. 
E. R. Peacock. 

We state in the report that we believe that we have made some 
improvement in the method in which your figures are set out and I 
hope that next year we will be able to make some further improve- 
ment. The fact that the situation has been faced whilst it produces 
a heavy deficit should give you some feeling of confidence that your 
reconstituted Board is determined to face the realities and to tell you 
fully and frankly where you stand. 

As regards shares in and advances to subsidiary companies, 
etc., it is an extremely difficult thing to arrive at any exact valuation 
in times like these. A vear ago or even less contitions in Canada 
were by no means what they are today and the values placed on 
them may well have been justified but we have looked at the position 
as things are today and, therefore, after most careful consideration 
we have decided to make this reserve. 

Having done so, I believe that the balance resulting fully rep- 
resents the value of this item on the balance sheet. We have not 
eliminated the suspense account and I am not at all certain that we 
will ever be able to eliminate it because, as you are well aware, the 
various departments of our business close their vears at different 
dates. I am sure you appreciate that the reason for our difficulties 
is the exceptional circumstances under which we carry on our fur 
trade in the far north. This matter will have my careful consider- 
ation during the year, and if we are able to improve or eliminate this 
account we will do so. In the meantime I am sure you will agree 
that the two headings ‘net advances on account of next season's 
trade’ and ‘balance of other transactions, etc.,’ are more intelligible 


reed 


to you 
On the liabilities side we have grouped the various reserves 
together in such a way that you can more easily grasp them. 


Other 
wise, I think the items call for no particular comment except for the 
buildings depreciation account. We have dealt with this fully in 
our report and I would like to emy se that we have not altered 
the eye over which we are writing down the various items. I 
would further emphasise that the previous method adopted was a 
perfectly correct one but for reasons which we have explained in the 
report we have decided that it is better to have a flat rate rather than 
a cumulative sinking fund rate, and in addition to £96,000, the pro- 
vision under the old system, the sum of £296,000 is required to make 
up the difference between the one method and the other 

While this is a question of method rather than of accountancy I 
am sure you will agree that it is more prudent to adopt this course 
and that it is essential for us to deal with it now. We shall know 
exactly where we stand in years to come in respect of these properties 
with an annual charge of £196,000. 

I will now deal with the trading and other activities of the 
various departments. With regard to the Fur Trade the total 
collections showed considerable decrease compared with the previous 
year for the reasons mentioned in the report and, in addition, the 
decline in fur values to which reference was made at the General 
Court last June, continued in the Comp: ‘'s subsequent auctions 
in October, 1930 and January, 1931. As you know, your Company’s 
Fur Trade in the far north is carried on under somewhat unusual 
conditions. 
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Many of the Pur Trade Posts are in remote and isolated regions 
and communication is limited to once a year when the supply vessel 
calls to deliver fresh stocks of merchandise and to bring out the furs 
collected during the winter. Consequently in many isiances it ts 
impossible when fur prices fall to instruct the post to reduce their 

urchasing tariff sufficiently early. In these circumstances there- 
ore losses are inevitable, but you will appreciate that on a rising 
market the same factors tend to enhance profits. ’ 

With regard to the Land Department the results are most dis- 
appointing due to continued decline in price of wheat and general 
commercial depression which has affected not only Canada but the 
whole of the world. Prospects for this year’s crop have been 
seriously impaired by prolonged drought in many wheat areas in the 
prairie provinces. Until the conditions T have described improve we 
cannot expect to sell much land nor can we expect much revenue 
from the Land Department and we must be prepared to continue the 
traditional policy of the company giving sympathetic consideration 
to the circumstances of those who are the Company's debtors in 
connection with the purchase of lands. oo 

The Stores operations have been affected by the prevailing 
adverse conditions and the general reduction in buying power, The 
results for the year show a loss. 

With regard to our oil interests, current development work has 
to some extent increased our investment, but I should like to make 
it clear to you that in agreement with our associates all tog mapa 
in this direction is being cut to a minimum. I might add that ex- 
ploration work has not reached the stage where I have very much of 
interest to tell you, although oil in small quantities is being produced, 

With regard to the position in Western Canada generally I 
would be failing in my duty if I neglected to pay a tribute to the 
magnificent spirit of courage with which all members of the com- 
munity are meeting a situation of almost unparalleled difficulty and 
I would also like to stress the great powers of resistance to prolonged 
depression which are so often shown by an agricultural population. 

We must all face the serious realities and in doing so we must all 
pull together. No section of the community should allow blind 
optimism to obstruct a full apparition of the hard facts nor on the 
other hand should undue pessimism be permitted to stampede any 
of the interests involved. Otherwise one can foresee a situation 
arising which might seriously retard the further development of 
Western Canada. If we all pull together and if no further unforseen 
calamity occurs I am sure the economic structure of that wonderful 
region will be sufficiently strong to withstand the strain. 

In a very few weeks I shal! be discussing our problems with our 
Canadian Committee. From time to time their powers have been 
extended and since September, 1930, it may be said that they are 
virtually in charge of all our operations in Canada. Our Canadian 
Committee is our general staff in the field. It is our duty in London 
to convey to them the wishes of the proprietors on broad lines of 
policy and after that to ensure that ve give them the fullest support 
in putting that policy into effect, a task which their knowledge of 
local conditions should make them eminently fitted to perform. 
Before passing from the subject I should like you to join with me in 
voicing our appreciation of the services of our colleague, Mr. George 
Allan, K.¢ | his fellow members of the Canadian Committee. 

Another to which I would draw your attention is our 
staff. The va.i majority of them are of course in Canada working 
under the instructions of our Canadian Committee, but at the same 
time, I should like to draw your attention to the fact, sometimes for- 
gotten, that ours is a business which stretches from Mid-Europe 
right across North America to the Arctic. Our fur selling organiza- 
tion is centred in London. Our ships regularly cover the Atlantic, 
Arctic and the Pacific Oceans. In many of our departments the service 
which the men of the Hudson’s Bay Company render to you pro- 
prietors is not only the loyal service which you who are in business 
no doubt receive from your own employces. It is something more. 
The conditions of our service are such as often involve danger to life 
and limb. Iam sure you will wish to convey to all members of our 
management and staffs who are working in your interests under very 
difficult conditions a message of thanks and encouragement. 

We are faced with world conditions unparalleled for many 
generations. The wide-spread operations of our great undertaking 
expose it to the full blast of the storm. Moreover, we have to con- 
tend with grave difficulties peculiar to our own organization. So far 
as I can see it will be some time before world conditions in general 
and the situation of your own Company in particular can show any 
marked improvement. Your new directors have taken office at a 
time when prospects might well dismay the stoutest heart. But 
having set our hands to the plough we are going to see the matter 
through. In times like these, Governor, Board and proprietors must 
work together to preserve this great heritage. I, as your Governor, 
am supported by loyal, able and experienced colleagues, but if we 
are to devote ourselves to the protection of your interests we must 
feel that we have the support of the proprietors. And I know that 
already in large measure we have that support. We cannot per- 
form miracles, but 1 promise you that whatever can be done by 
prudence, foresight and determination will be done. Therefore, I 
ask you not for the supporf of the majority, but for the active co- 
operation of everyone of you here today.”
